Eligible to Vote: 


Washington, Oct. Gal Ba rigarce com- 
piled by the census dureau and other 
government departments indicate 
that the number of women in the 
United States over 21 years of age 
1s 28,033,000 of whom approximately 
26,500,000 ate eligible to vote in the 
November election. This estimate 
makes a liberal allowance for alien 
women, American women married to 
allens and others ineligible. £ 

Exact figures are not ayallable on 
the number of women over 21 but 
barred from voting through various 
reasons. Census Bureau officials be- 
Heve, however, that this year at least 
1,000,000 of the 5,250,000 foreign- 
born women In the United States will 
not yet have become naturalized, In 
addition there were in 1910, accord- 
ing to the census about 60,000 Indian 
women most were living on reserva- 
tions, 8,607 Chinese and Japanese 
women married to aliens and barred 
from voting for that! reason and a 
larger number deprived of the ballot 
under state statues: in harmony® with 
constitutional provisions. The tota’ 
of these {neligibles was estimated at 
about 1,500000. 

American women married to altena 
are not cligible to vote, the Depart- 
ment of Justice has held, but forelgn- 
born. wemen married to American 
citizens or whose fatherg have become 
Americar citizens are entitled to the 
ballot. without naturalization pro 
ceedings. . 

The number of eligible male voters 
in the United States this year has 
not been determined. Based on an 
estimated population of 105,000,000, 
however, the census burean figured 
that there are now 34,807,000 men 
in the United States over 21 yea:

The Farmers do not make this

Everyone realizes the advantage of 
having all the goods manufactured 
in Canada that can economically be 
done, but they object to the bolster- 
ing up of. industries that aré work- 
ing at a great disadvantage through 
local conditions, at. the expense of 
the Droducers.

and Shoe Industry 


Took More Than a Cc a Centaty to Over- 
> come Preference for Import- 
“~.- ea Shoes, : 

The Canadian boot and shoe indus- 
try- at the present time holds sixth 
place in importance amofig the indts- 
tries of Candia. -A delving into his- 
tory reveals the fact that as early as 
1667 the making, of shoes Jn Canada 
was established, and at that time, in 
the entire 
twenty shoemakers. So that the shoe 
industry ts not only one of Canada’s 
oldest mantfactures, but has always 
been, as it is to-day, ono of the most 
important. Rrom 1867 with its twenty 
shoemskers the shoe industry tas de- 
veloped year by year until today St is 
found to be a highly organized and 
perfected industry producing goods 
which compare very tavorably with 
the product of any other country. 

In the year 1870 the first officjal 
fikures are given, and the modest be- 
ginning of 1667 is found to have de- 
veloped until in 1871, in value of out- 
put, it was the third largest industry 
in Canada, with 4,150 establishments. 
Their total combined capital! amount- 
ed to some three and a quarter mil- 
Mon dollars, the average. value of 
their output being $3,850 and the 
average number of workers being 
slightly over four, : ‘ 
The Introduction of Machinery. 

The shoe industry at this time was 
as can be seen, a Bmall shop propost- 
tion, but an advancement on the early 
days when the travelling shoemaker 
went from house to house supplying 
the needs of the people.

t's interesting to note in consider- 
ing the development which has taken 
place, that the 179 factories in 1900 
Produced shoes 1 value only slightly, 
less than the entire output of the 
5,398 shops which existed in 1890. 
From records obtained from 
United Shoe Machinery Company, 
Canadian factories in 1908 turned 
out approximatély 10,000,000 pairs 
of shoes, apd in 1919 the total output 
had increased to wet over 19,000,- 
000 pairs.

the Christian era. “I did not heed 
her warning and in 1895 a red, 
burning spot on my cheek announced 
that my punishment had come, It 
reappeared off and on but not in 
aggravated. form until 1908. 

“From then on I became worse. 
‘Eruptions,’ as we call them, appear- 
ed every three months. 
other parts of my body and limbs be- 
came swollen and inflamed during 
these periods. 

“Jn March, 1917, I was sent to 
the Kallt{ hospital, From that time 
until I was released the other day 
I took different kinds of treajment 
each marking a step of progress in 
the manner of refining and adminis-' 
tering the curative essence of chaul- 
moogra oll. 

“During the earlier stages of the 
work at Kalihi chaulmoogra oll was 
hard to.take", Mrs. Blaisdell continu- 
ed, describing the remedy. “At pre- 
gent an Injection {s administered once 
a week, while the remedy is taken 
internally three timeg a week. 

“Sometimes, in about 10 per cent. 
tof ‘the cases, thé olf brought on a 
leprosy fever, accompanied by erup- 
tlons, and the doctors instructed us 
not to take the capsules until these; 
had passed. This was hard to do 
for wo felt that we were losing time|” 
and. some of us disobeyed. I did so, 
once, and continued taking the cap- 
sules during an eruption. Before ! 
was on the road to recovery again my 
recklessness had cost me the Joint of 
one toe.” 

Hope of recovery, even in a leper 
colony, was to be expected but it was 
a revelation to learn from this. wo- 
man: that cheerfulness/ laughter and 
joy of living were the rule, rather 
than the exception among the 100- 
jeas patients at Kalihi, 

“We had our afternoon teas, our 
amateur theatricals and, cf course, 
in @ community whose great majority

The emligrant’s hope of. betteriag 
conditions, and securing a sufficiént 
competence to support ‘his family, to 
free hitnself and’ hig family from the 
slighting remarks too often hurled at 
the poor gentleman by the practical 
people of the world, which is always 
galling to a proud man,sdut doubly 
so when ho knows that/the want of 
wealth constitutes the sole difference 
between him and the more favoured 
offspring of the same parent stock. 

In 1830 the tide of emigration 
flowed westward, and ‘Canada be- 
came the great landiasrs ice the rich 
in hope\and poor.in putse. Public 
newspaperg and private letters teem- 
ed with the almost fabulous advan- 
tages to be derived from a settlement 
in this highly favoured region. Men, 
who had been. doubtful. of support- 
ing their families in comfort at home 
thought that they had only to land in 
Canada ty realise a.fortune.

Thousands 
and tens of thousdnds from the 
middle ranks of British society, for 
the space of three or four years,

majority of these emigrants were of- 
ficers of the army and navy,” with 
their families: a class perfectly un- 
fitted, by their previous habits and 
standing in society, for contending 
with the stern realities of emigrant 
life fn the backwood@ A class fomn- 
ed mainly from the younger scions of 
great families, naturally proud, and 
not only accustofied to command, 
but to receive , implicit obedience 
from the people under them, are not 
men adapted to the hard toll of the 
woodman’s life.

Russian Crown 
Pearls in Berlin 


Iiliett Traders Disposing of Jewelry 
at Comparatively Cheap Prices\ 


Berlin, Oct. 6—A large quantity 
of jewelry haa made its appearance 
in Berlin lately which is said to 
have belonged. to the murdered Rus- 
alan imperial family—and evidently 
did, for some pieces still show the 
Romanoffs‘ crest. Iteit traders have 
been disposing of these pieces, which 
consist of numerous ~pearls, single 
pearls and pesrl rings and earrings, 
at comparatively cheap prices, though 
very valuable. A Berlin jeweler said 
that they are hardly the best pleces 
from the imperial jewel case, which, 
probably, have been smuggled into 
America and England. 

“The illicit traders ask 160,000 to 
30000,000 marks for each string of 
pearls,” said this jewler. “These 
pearls are all pea size, the strings not 
tapering at the ends, but their colors 
are not now quite faultless. Evident- 
ly they served as adornment for im- 
perial state costumes. Some pearl 
rings, though not in modern ‘mount- 
ings, are extremely valuable, the 
pearls being large and faultless. 

“Dealers are very reluctant to 
show this jewelry which has never 
pala duty and could doubtless be 
seized by the authorities, It ts believ- 
ed the jawelry is belng sold for the 
benefit ot the Communist organ: Rote 
Fabne, which appears to be possess- 
ed of -conspiculously large means. 
While other publications have reduc- 
ed their size as much as possible on 
account of the high prices of paper 
and other material, the Rote Fahne 
appears with eight pages daily, al-

‘Wheat broke again in price in Chi- 
cago and Winnipeg yesterday about 
six cents a bushel, bringing the loss 
since Wednesday last ‘to about 36 
cents a bushel. Flour dropped about 
50 -cents.a barrel in Minneapolis, 
Winnipeg and Montreal. 

A Chicago despatch last night 
sald: 

“Wheat and corn. today repeated 
yesterday's tendencies and declined 
three to six cents more a bushel to 
Inew low levels on the CETago mar- 
jket. Oats, barley and ‘rye also de- 
clined, but ‘to no great extent.

Water Levels High. 


There is Very general belief . at 
Peterborough that the natural flow 
of. the river {s being held back and 
§s now being stored up {n Buckhorn, 
Stony and Rice lakes. One speaker 
asserted that at his summer cottage, 
.on an island {n Stony:lake, the water 
had actually risen nine inches in 
the past 46 days. In Buckhorn lake, 
}iocated higher up on the Trent 
system, it was stated that the tise 
was over 3 inches and in Rice lake, 
the lirgest of them all, the rise was 
put at more than two inches. The 
combined area of these three lakes is 
nearly 40,000 acres. If even this 
alleged increase In water level were 
now made, available officials state 
there would be abundance of power 
for weeks to come. 

The records at the meteorological 
office at Peterborough also show that 
the rainfaif! during the month of 
September, just past, was 4.03 in- 
ches, which is nearly double the 
normal precipitation for that month, 
A year ago September. the rainfall 
was well below two inches and no 
shortage was then felt. 

These facts would go to bear out 
the accuracy of the assertion that 
the level of the large storage lakes 
was much higher than it was two 
months ago-and that if the flow of 
water in the lower reaches of the 

- tiyer is less than normal,-the water 
must be held deliberately-back by

Why a Plant Was Dismantled. 


The question had , been raised in 
an Interview ‘in the local press, Mr. 
Ireland continued, about the dis- 
mantling of thejold Otonabee power 
house, “Phia.plant was in stch a 
condition of disrepair) that,/it was 
utterly impossible. to bo anything 
but: remove it entirely. In the Judg- 
ment of the commission, it was nat 
sound economics to establish a new 
plant there because, of the com- 
paratively low’head. It represented 
to high a capital expenditure for 
power delivered. It was actually 
cheaper to bring power froni 


lfver it in , Peterborough ‘than to 
erect a new plant and develop power 
at the old Otonabee power house. 


Hydro Not Oversold. 


Mr. Ireland strongly combatted 
the published report that the Hydro 
had oversold power in the: district 
served by the Trent system. This, 
he proved, was absolutely. unfound- 
ed. In the year 1918 the load actually 
carried in the summer mohths 
ranged from 1000 to 4000 h.p. 
greater than in the, corresponding 
months of 1920. In spite of the great 
consnmption of power in 1918 owing 
to fhe claims of munition plants, 
there was no shortage whatever. 


Is Peterborough Getting Its Due? 


‘The question had also been raised 
if Peterborough wag getting the 
benefit of all the power generated 
in its vicinity and if power was ex- 
ported in any quantity. Mr. Irelanfl 
quoted actual figures for Oct. 6’and

According to farmers, rabbits are 
unusually numerous this year, and 
quite = few are being killed, as they 
have been causing damage to the 
crops. The open season for shooting 
rabbits and hares is from October 
15 to Noyember 15, and from Decem- 
ber 23 to. January 2. Cottontail rab- 
bits, however; may be ‘killed in any 
manner at any time by the owner or 
tenant of land on which the animals: 
cause damage. 

Raccoon hunters must wait a lit- 
tle longer for: thelr sport, however, 
as will be seen by the following ex- 
tract from the Ontario game laws: 

“No fisher, martin, mink or ‘rac- 
coon-shall be hunted, taken or kitléd 
or had in possession of any person 
between the 15th, day of, April and 
the ist day of November following.” 

In this connection it might te 
pointed out that there is a royalty 
to be paid by the taker on some of 
the furbearers that are captured in 
Ontario. For Instance, there is $1 
each on red fox; 25 cents on each 
mink; 8 cents on muskrat; 10 cents 
on each raccoon and skunk, and 5 
cents on weasel.

Government is about to 
authorize the Bank of Spain to issue 
a further amount of paper money in 
order to provide for the pressing 
calls of commerce and Industry, and 
also for the payment of charges fal- 
ling due In the Governments depart- 
ments. Hitherto the Bank of Spain 
has been permitted to issue paper 
money only when it was covered by 
reserves of metal. The amount, of 
paper now in’ circulation is 4,067,- 
000,000 pesetas. The total under 
the new authorization would reach 
4,500, 000,000,

I stayed. my hammer to reply, “Four 
months.” : 

“Seen better days?” 

“Never,” I answered emphatically, and 
punctuated the remark with a stone split nearly 
in four. The man surveyed me in silence for a 
moment; then he said, slowly: “Mean ter say 
yer like cracking these stones to fill holes some 
other fools make?” *

“Well, that beats everything,” and hitch-

The old man was not teaching that one was 
necessarily to remain a road-mender always, 
but he did proclaim the joy of completed work, 
as the Wise Man taught, ‘“‘Whatsoever thy hand 
fipdeth to do, do it with thy might.”

PETERBORO, Oct. 11.—That the 
cause of the fire on thetCrough farm 
in‘Ennismore which ‘resulted inthe 
death of two men and «the serious 
burning of another was: spontaneous 
combustion ih a quantity of slightly 
green clovér stored In the barn was 
the conclusion *-reached ‘by Deputy 
Provincial Fire Marshall L.. J. Bishop, 
who has-been investigating the fire. 


Mr. Bishop “discountenances the} 


theories that the fire was caused by 
‘2 spark from the engine which was 
providing ‘the power forthe Mo 
filler gnd that it originated {ram a 
clgar of clgarette butt or pipe ashes. 
There is absolutely no evidence that 
anyone on the farm was smoking in 
the barn that Marshal has ascertain- 
ed. / . 
He states that the clover, though 
partially dried, had been placed in 
the barn about the end of July.. The 
roof of the/barn is in a bad state of 
repair and has not “been re-shingled 
for 16 years. He bases his tneory of 
spontaneous combustion on the belief 
that the clover became dampened by 
the heavy rains which leaked through 
the faulty roof. It is a known fact 
that clover or other roots when damp- 
ened give off gases which heat the 
clover and start spontaneous coin- 
bustion which smoulders [ts way to 
the atmosphere and their breaks in- 
to flame. Hb belfeves that the clover 
in this case smouldered for ‘some 
time and om the day of the fire the 
conflagration reached the surface 
and-broke into flame which, fanned 
by the strong wind, rapidly spread 
throughout the barn. 4

“White rranulated sugar will drop 
to 17 cents a pound wholesale—per- 
‘haps 16 cents—by the 20th of Oc- 
tober, when the Canadian beet sugar 
crop comes on the market. This’ is 
inevitable in ¢he opinion of Mr. Wil- 
liam Robertson, of Robertson Bros., 
wholesale confectioners, reputed to 
bepeme-of the best sugar experts in 
Canada. 

“Every dig user of sugar is walt- 
ing for the beet crop,’ said Mr. Rob- 
ertson, in and interview with The 
Star today. “The estimate for the 
Canadian’ crop is about 2,500 car- 
loads, which ;the refiners are under 
contract to take. They wHl elmply 
be forced to meet American eugar 
Prices to get rid of their refined 
stock so that they can handle the 
beet crop which has already started 
to come In, and should be in the re- 
finers’ hands by the 20th of this 
month.” 

While the Star was talking to Mr. 
Robertson a sugar broker offered 
1,000 bags at 17 cents, Mr. Robert- 
son refused it, and the broker is now 
waiting to hear further from Mr. 
Robertson as'to the best price he can 
Bet. 


WIL Bear Large Loss 


The Canadian refiners stand to 
lose, at the avery least $2,500,000 
within the next two weeks, Mr. Rob- 
ertson figures. The refineries are 
said to have an aggregate stock of 
55,000 tons on hand. Incidentally, 
Canadian growers of beet sugar will 
lose heavily this year, as their con- 
tracts call for a sliding acale of 
prices based on the market price of 
refined sugar at the time the beet is 
recelved at tho refineries. It will, 
therefore, be to the interest of the 
refiners, looking ahead, to reduce 
the market price, before the beet su- 
gar has to be determined upon. 

“I presume that the refiners aro 
operating with borrowed money,” 
continued Mr. Robertson. “It cer- 
tainly wouldn't be good business to 
see them go into liquidation. At the 
same time I think they should take 
a loss jn the same way’ as wo have 
been doing in the candy business. J 
think the refiners, even if they do 
meet the American pgice, will bo 
able to exist.” 


May Go Up. 


The trend of the American market 
however, will be the guide of the 
Cahadian refiners, They wil¥ have} 
to_meet the price at which American 
sugar can be laid down in this coun- 
try. Ind‘cations that the American 
price will go up are at present not 
altogether wanting, Cuban can, re- 
cently quoted at 7 1- 2, having moved 
up to 8 yesterday, On the other 
hand some of the lower grade white 
have gone down, a big sale of re- 
fined java having been recorded in 
New York at eight cents.

“Immortality in the Christian seuse 
does not mean that human life simp- 
y takes up its old interests. It 
means ngw birth, upward; a new ad- 

vance; human evolutiofi; a com- 
plete spiritual personality. 

All over,-in many countries, ex- 
periments in psychology are taking 
place. No longer fs the question of 
intercourse with spirits from anoth- 
er, world a matter for jokes and 
labghter. Scientists of the greatest 
renown declare that the evidence of- 
fered is worthy of the greatest re- 
spectN The masses ‘of evidence. can 
no longer be treated with a sneer 
and a laugh.

I do not suppose it would be at 
all safe to say that it hhs been sat- 
isfactorily proved that spirits are 
about us and can, and do/communi- 
cate. All intelligent persons will at 
least grant_that the subject is worth 
the keenest scrutiny. When -Sir 
Conan Doyle, Lodge, Hislop, Crookes, 
Balfeur, William James, and an in- 
numerable host of writers put in 
their evidence it is entitled to re- 
spect and consideration, 

Nearly every nation professes 2 
bellef in immortality of the soul. as 
ter a Japanese house; you will fin 
models of their ancestdrs, in Which 
the Japanese belfeye the souls» of 
their ancestors’ survive. They. bow 
with tke deepest respect when pass- 
ing them. Various portions of the 
South of Ireland, and the glens of 
Scotland, and In some parts of Eng- 
land, the belief is general that de- 
parted spirits make thelr appearanc- 
es upon certain occasions. 

Read the Wesley jfamily book, 
which contains, upon the duthority 
of the entire fanilly, a history of a 
Ghost which haunted the famlly on 
several occasions, appearing In var- 
fous forms. ‘This lasted for years. 

Thousands of books are filled with 
statements . of spirits appearing.

The cholera was at its height, and 
the, fear of infection, which increas- 
ed the nearer we approached its 
shores, cast a gloom over the scene, 
and prevented us from exploring its 
infected ‘streets. That the feelings 
of all on board very nearly resembled 
our own might be read in-the an- 
xious faces of both passengers and 
crew. @Our captain, who had never 
before hinted that he entertained 
any apprehensions on the subject, 
now confided to us his conviction 
that he should never quit the city 
alive: “This cursed cholera! Left it 
in Russia—found it on my return to 
Leith—meets me again {n Canada. 
No ‘escape_the third time.” If the 
captains prediction proved true ‘in 
his case; {t was.not so in ours. We 
left the cholera In England, we met 
it again in Scotland, und, under the 
providence of God, we escaped its 
fatal vigitation In Canada. 


Yet the fear and the dread of it 
on that first day caused me to throw 
many an anxious glanée on my hus- 
band and child.

Says Rev. W._E. "E. Biederwolf, D.| 


in an Addrese Before World's 
Sunday School “Congress ; 


TOKIO, Oct. 12.—Fallfre, of home 
fe, and not the faflure of the 
church, was held to be responsible 
for the “social unrest, the sin. and 
crime and’ shame that abounds on 
every hand,” sald tho Rev. *W. E, 
Biederwo'f, D.D,, of Chicago,.in an 
address before the World's Sunday 
School Congress here tonight. The 
speaker charged that ‘'25 per cent. 
of thé ministers of America do no’ 


_|themselves maintain family worship 


in their own homes.” 

“A wise teacher of ancient times 
sald: ‘Give me’ a single domestic 
grace and I will turn ft into a hun- 
dred public, virtues,” declared Dr. 
Biederwolf, “and I wonder, if we 
were to attempt to write the story 
of tho deplorable legacy to which 
wo have fallen heir, {f {t would not 
be to tell the history of fallen altars 
and desecrated shrines and, to no 
little extent, of an apostate clergy. 
A missionary who had been absent 
for America for twenty-five years, 
said when he came back on a fur- 
lough: ‘When I went away. almost 


_ {every Christian home had its family 


altar; now.I find It is the exception 
and not the rule’.” 

The causes for the decadence of 
family worship were set forth by 
the speaker as follows: “First, the 
quickening of a man’s natural ten- 
dency to skepticism, so largely in- 
duced in this day by subtle and some- 
times open attack on the fundamen- 
tals of his faith in press, In univer- 
sity and unfrequently In pulpit. The 
first point at which spiritual decay 
manifests itself {s Invarlably in the 
neglect of family worship, if indeed 
it even so much as held a place in 
the life of the home. 

“Becond, the, nervous, feverish 
.tush of modern life as evidenced by 
‘the {nordinate absorption In mater- 


jial interests. Modern life is a dash 


through a crowd. A man hardly has 
time to stop and tle his shoe-string. 
It is a race to keep pace with steam 
and electricity. f 

“Third, the disruption of the fam- 
ily union.” The latter was caused, 
said Dr. Biederwolf, “first, by the 
prevailing method of education which 
practically removes boys and girls 
from immediate jand continuous par- 
ental influence \in spiritual things 
for a period running betwéen the 
ages of seven and twenty-one, and 
second. by the excessive pAysuit of 
pleasure. 

“Legitimate as this desire is, when 
all one's pleasures are found outside 
the home circle the family life from 
the standpoint just now under con- 
sideration must consequently suf- 
fer," he concluded. .

LIGHTNING RODS 


The annual loss to,the farming 
community through lightning is a 
serious one. The loss is not confined 
to any particular’ locality.or section. 
In looking svver the columns of 
country weekly newspapers one can- 
hot fail to be impressed with the 
widespread destruction of farm 
buildings ‘by lightning. One of the 


bility-of loss by Nghtning, and one 
of the tragedies is when the loss 
occurs, Such losses can never be 
fully covered by insurance; for no 
matter how well insured the proper- 
ty may be it is very rarely indeed that 
ithe insured {s not the loser. And 
then there is the further fact that 
every fire means that the couhtry is 
Just that much poorer. We may levy 
from others by means of fire Insur- 
ance premiums enough to cover the 
individual loss, but the bullding and 
crop {a gone beyond replacement. In- 
surance is only an attempt by ‘soc!- 
sire to shift and divide up the loss. 
The loss Is there just the same. The 
real solution is fire prevention. 

And just here comes the dificul- 
ty. The farmer has practically no 
fire protectioh. He has not water un- 
der pressure and fire fighting appll- 
ances such as éxist In urban centres. 
If the fire starts he {s almost abso- 
lutely helpless. Fire In farm. build- 
ings usually means total loss. This 
is especially true of barn buildings. 
They are ready prey for the flames. 
Built entirely of wood, they /burn 
readily. The contents are also es- 
pecially inflammable. -Even with 
city fire fighting appliances it would, 
at times bé difficalt to save them af- 
ter a fire starts. The farmer is al- 
most helpless in face of fire. Thi 
is an. unfortunate fact. 

If this fs true how wike would 
secm the adoption of safeguards. 
And science today offers almost a 
perfect safeguard from t farmers‘ 
breatest fire hazafd, ‘Hghtning. It 
isan established fact that lightning 
rods, properly Installed, are 95 per 
“cent. efficient. “Loss from Ughtuing 
of properly rodded_ buildings is so 
rare as to be almost unknown.

| Our journey during the first day 
was performed partly by coach, part- 
ly by steam. It was nine o'clock In 
jthe evening when we landed at Corn- 
iwall, and took coach for Prescott. 
The country through which we pass- 
ed appeared beautiful in the clear 
light of the moon; but the air was 
cold, and slightly sharpened by frost. 
This-seemed strange to me in the 
early part of September, but it is 
very common in Canada. Nine pas- 
sengers were closely packed into 
our narrow vehicle, but the sides be- 
ing of canvas, and the open space al- 
lowed for windows unglazed. 1 shiv- 
ered with cold, which 1mounted to a 
state of suffering, when the day 
broke, and we approached the little 
village of Matilda, It was unani- 
mously voted by/all hands that we 
should stop ang breakfast at a small 
inn by the roadside, and warm our- 
selves before proceeding to Prescott. 
The people in the tavern were not 
stirring, and it. was some time before 
an old white-headed man unclosed 
the door, and showed us into a room, 
redolent with fumes of tobacco, and 
darkened by paper blinds. I asked 
him if he would allow me to take 
my infant into a room with a fire,

There is a somewhat serions out- 
break of smallpox in the Cannifton 
neighborhood in the Township. of 
Thurlow. There are in all ahout ten 
cases reported to date. The. public 
school was closed several days ago 
by. order of the township medical 
health officer. Two of the pupils had 
jbécome Infected with tho disease. 
_The- disease is of a very mild type 
tand that very fact produces greater 
{danger of spreading the contagion. 
The disease is so mild that people 
refuse to consider it serlously and 
'neglect to report to the M.H.O. as 
ithe law compels them to do. A local 
physiclan reprimanded very severely 
people of this description who scat- 
ter disease and death through their 
own carelessness, All summer. the 
health authorities in Belleville have 
been endeavoring to stamp out the 
[serious epidemics of smallpox and 
diphtheria that were prevalent here 
last winter and that since caused no 
end of expense and trouble. There 
ig even yet a single case of smallpox 
‘under quarantine in the city and 
there have been sporadic outbreaks 
during the past six monttis.

POLAND AND THE SOVIET 

The policy of the Allied powers towards the 
Russian problem was a hesitating one from the 
outset. 

Direct military intervention of the Allies 
wag attempted, found ineffective, and was given 

“up. 

: Allied intervention was reduced to supply- 
ing Denekine and Kolchak with material sup- 
port by sending ammunition and war material. 

The “barbed” wire policy followed and last- 
ed only twenty-eight days. 

According to the vacillations of the Allied | 
policies with regard to Russia, their attitude to- 
wards Poland-varied. In this way, at the begin- 
ning of the wdr, France understood the neces- 
sity of.the campaign, and considered Poland as- 
a barrier between Germany and Bolshevism. 
Great Britain applied a policy of “wait and see.” 
During the Allied expedition of Archangel, and 
a: its Hquidation, Poland wag regarded as a ne- 
cessary force, which attracted and kept back 
‘from the Allies the bulk of the Soviet armies. In 
autumn, 1919, when the offensive of General De- 
nekine was developing, Poland was promised 
war material by the Government if she decided 
to join with Denekine’s forces and support his 
efforts. 

In December, 1919, Poland was given to 
understand that In the “barbed wire’’ poljcy, 
which was to create a barrier by the united for- 
ces of the border states of Russia against Bol- 
sthevism, Poland was to play the leading part. 

In January, 1920, at a meeting between Mr. 
I.loyd George and Mr. Patek, Poland was ad- 
vised to make peace with the Bolshevists. It 
was, however, stated that no Allied pressure 
would be madé to bear, and that Poland was 
to a ke peace at her convenience. ‘In the 
courke of, the above-mentioned variations of pol- 
icy, Poland fromAime to time,was belpg either 
given encouragement to continue the’ war, or 
was being reprimanded for taking certain towns 
aid localities, notwithstanding that the latter 
were being taken by. Poland, mainly to insure 
her strategical position. As has been stated In 
the first part of this statement, at every oppor- 
unity Poland proclaimed that she dig not in- 
tend to occupy such territories permanently, 
and that she based the future of these districts 
on local self-determination. 
~“S Owing to Poland’s geographical position, to 
her inadequate military resources, to the hesi- 
tuting attitude of her allies, on whose assistance 
Poland could not reckon, owing to the fact that 
the Allies had no. power to give Poland any guar- 
antees owing to the ever-growing, Bolshevist 
propaganda conducted in Poland By Germany 
and the Soviets, Poland ‘has to aim at pushing 
the Bolshevists as far eastwards as possible, at 
obtaining territorial guarantees for: her future 
safety and could not change her policy or.adapt 
it to the current variations of the policy, of the 
Allied powers. 

Being anxious to erie at the possibility of 
concluding a safe peace, Poland had to aim at 
attaining a safe strategical line of defence, 
which would enable her to reduce her army and 
yet be safe from the threat of the future Bol- 
shevist aggression. 

The only line, which gave such advantages 
was the line of the Rivers Dwina, Borosina and

In order to weaken the Soviets by 
organizing a local anti-Bolshevist ddministra- 
tion In the Ukraine and helping to’ organize an 
ar.ti-Bolshevik Ukrainian army, Poland had to 
carry through her Ukrainian policy with Gen- 
cral Petiura, the only anti-Bolshevistic leader of 
the Ukraine. All the necessary guarantees that 


Poland had no imperialistic aims with regard to- 


the Ukraine were given, both to General Pet- 
lura and to the population of the towns and lo- 
calities occupied. ~ It fs true that the Soviets 
had granted before that event, what they term- 
ed as the Independence of the Ukraine. They 
‘had, however, not consulted the wishes of the 
population and had set up at the head of the 
Ukrainian Soviets, instead of a man elected by 
some representative body of the country, the 
commissary Rakovski (of Bulgarian origin); 
who, from the Ukrainian point of view, repre- 
sented foreign rule and enforced his reign by 
means of foreign terror. 


As stated above, Poland’s declarations ‘to ‘ 


all the nationalities resident on the territories 
which Poland, occupied, promising them to re- 
spect their self-determination left it open to all 
these populations to federate in the future with 
& regenerated Russia should they be so dis- 
posed. :

Poland.”

enberg, “‘until within the last few 
months Jews have found it unsafe 
to walk in the streets: Conditions 
came to such a state that the Jewish 
deputies in the Polish parliament ap- 
pealed to the Minister‘of War and 
President Witos, who promised that 
they. would take steps to stop these 
outrages, but nothing was done.” 
Mr. Rothenberg said that during 
the advance of the soviet armies on 
Warsaw,. the Jews readily enlisted 
in the Polishearmies, but that they 
were attacked and persecuted by the 
Poles and were given the “most fil- 
thy and menial work to ‘perform;

Jews have been murdered in Hung- 
ary from December, 1919, to June, 
1920, and he charges that the officers 
and soldiers of the White army are 
the chief fomenters of anti-Semetism. 
He sald that the “young nationalists" 
declared that they were willing to 
stop the pogroms provided laws were 
enacted that would destroy the Jews 
economieally.

‘But the producers are not 
affected by this law, it is only the 
middlemen, which means the Jews.

away as aresult of a heart seizure 
without regaining consciousness. He 
died at the post of duty as he had

Chief New- 
ton rushed to hisyside and the men 
swith the inspector also helped to give 
relief. Chief Newton telephoned for 
in physician and Dr. Cronk was 
secured, but the inspector had breath 
ed his last, where he fell. The doctor 
pronounced the cause of death heart 
disease. Inspector Arnott had been 
for years a sufferer from cardiac 
trouble’and had. often been taken 
twith weak spells. He was tenderly 
carried to the police ‘station, and 
Jater removed to his home. 
Recently he had been 
health for some weeks. 
The men -whom Inspector Arnott 
had with him were not resisting.

One girl 
breaks a rule, and the committee 
promptly reprimand her. She gath- 
ers her friends and they condemn 
this committee, whereupon the sald

thelr position is not a favorable one. 
However, this shows their tendency 
to become leaders, if they receive the 
necessary training. The social con- 
ditions of China are very degrading. 
There are a great many slums in evi- 
dence, Foot-binding 1s not a thing 
of the past, an 
opium-using and gambling are dread- 
ful. Worse than all these Is the {m- 
morality of the homes. This evil 
is so black that it, cannot be told 
from the public platform. 

\Another thing these girls are 
taught is the art of domestic science. 
There is a-school for these classes 
and four Middle School and four 
smaller children attend. These girls 
learn the proper methods of prepar- 
ing meals, how to sew, to be clean 
and tidy, and also how to entertain. 
guests In proper Chinese manner. 
The four older girls attend. to the 
four smaller ones, helping them with 
their lgssons, teaching them to read 
their bibles, and hearing them say} 
thelr prayers night and morning. A 
monthly allowance is given these 
girls.” Some manage very nicely, 
while others fail. These feel asham- 
ed of themselves a“ try and do bet- 
ter next time. 

One thing thes Middle School 
girls think is a waste of time is 
physical training. However, they en- 
joy the exercises while doing them, 
but they think the time could be 
more profitably spent studying their 
lessons. 

A goodly number of these girls 
will become teachers, and these are 
needed very badly. They make splen- 
did teachers, too. Every one of 
them are Sunday school teachers. 
Some go out in the slums and hold 
services, while others teach the chil- 
dren of the parents who come to 
lchurch. These children have to be 
kept quiet for sometimes two hours, 
and the girls do thelr work very 
well. They invent most remarkable 
stories which always end up with, 

"this teaches you” so and P9. 

The women of the . Methodist 
Church have made - themselves re- 
sponsible for these girls. “You pray 
for the missionaries; are you pray- 
ing for our Chinese girls who are 
some day to be leaders among their 
own people? Only through Christ

tical:bankruptcy, has found its’ way. into 
Ganada where’ it has, temporarily. upset 
traditig conditions and made it impossible 
for Canadian Refineries to market their 
product except at a ruinous loss. 

It is pertinent to observe that the low 
prices quoted for this “distressed” sugar 
now—being dumped into’ Canada, by no ; 
means reflect the true market price‘in the 
United States: Only a day or two ago the 
newspapers announced that the American 
Sugar Reduerice Comiany: the largest su- 
gar refiners in the States, and who control 
some 40 per cent. of the production of that 
country, are selling sugar on the basis of 


22% cents ‘a pound, equivalent to 25°cents 


in Canada, at the present rate of exchange, 
several cents.a pound higher than that con- 
templated for Canada in the order made by 
the Board of Commerce, and since set aside. 
At the present time the plants of four of 
the largest Canadian Refineries are closed; 
thousands of men are out of eno mient; 
millions of capital are temporarily inactive 
and unproductive. ares 
The refineries have bought or are com- 
mitted to buy raw sugars to the value“of 
over $60,000,000. Their sales in Canada, 
due to the conditions before statéd, are at 
a standstill. It follows that,the financing « 


“of the raw sugar already under contract, 
. should 


these conditions continue indefinite- 
ly, will be an impossible task for the refin- — 
eries with all their resources. The burden 
will devolve upon the banks if a critical sit- 
uation comparable to a panic is to be avoid- 


The question naturally arises, why have 
the Canadian Sugar. Refineries allowed this 
situation to develop and what ‘justification _ 
have they for appealing for public support 
of their industry in this crisis. 


The Refineries disclaim responsibility . 


for the situation. i 

They maintain that if they had been left 
to shape their own course the situation, so 
far as they are concerned, would not have 
developed. ® ; : : 

They frankly admit that had control of 
their business not. been taken out of their 
hands by agents of the Government, they 
would now have no shadow of excuse for 
appealing for protection. 

What are the facts? : 

For over a year the Bodrd of Commerce, 
created by the Government, exercised ab- 
solute control over the prices at which su- 
gar could be sold in Canada, and fixed the 
price, from time to time, on a basis contrary 
to all established commercial usages. - 

At the same time the Trade Commission, 


another agency of the Government, refused - 


permission to the refiners to export sugar, 
which they might have done and thereby 
reduced their liabilities very materially

oud They were met’ by\ assurances’ 
thaf their rights would be fully protected. 

In meeting-their objections the. Board 
of: Commerce ‘promised that the: refiners 
would be: protected in a falling market to 
the same extent that they had been depriv- 
ed, by the’Board, of their opportunity to 

*take advantage of a rising market. 

' The Board: of Commerce, in a-ruling 
dated June 11, 1920, laid down this prin- 
ciple:— ; ee 

“The Board will not recognize ptices 
based on replacement values on a rising 
market. It will be its duty in good’ time, 
as it hopes, to as carefully protect the trad- 
er on a falling market by permitting him 
to average his cost down as it must now 
carefully’ protect the consumer in compel- 
ling the trader‘to average his costs up.” 

The present appeal of the refiners to the 
Government and to the Board of Commerce 
is merely a request for a fulfilment-of the 
pledge thus given. 

In the same judgment, as illustrating 
the powers of the Board, it says:— 

..“The Board will prohibit all. refiners 
from selling to other than wholesalers. It 
will prohibit wholesalers from buying from 
other than refiners. It will prohibit specu- 
lators from buying or selling at all.” 

In other words, the Board’ assumed full 
power to control the price as well’ as‘ the 
conditions under which sugar was.market- 
ed in Canada. ; 

The ruling recently made by the Board 
and suspended by the Government, pend- 
ing a further. hearing, was in strict con- 
formity with the principles the Board. had 
laid down and is in no sense an innovation. _ 

Sugar control and restrictions on ex- 
ports were finally lifted July 1s$, 1920, but 

~ with the order revoking the restrictions a 
letter was issued from the Department of 
Trade. and Commerce which practically 
once more tied the hands of the refineries 
so that they were not free even then to sell 
their products in the world’s markets, where 
‘the price was still some six cents a pound 
higher than the prevailing market price in 
Canada. . 

Had they been left entirely free, even at. 
this late date, to adjust their trade to the 
new conditions, Canadian refiners could 
have sold their products abroad at a price 
that would have protected them against the 
slump which has since ensued, and enabled . 
them to meet later conditions without ser- 
jous loss- Again, they were prevented 
from doing so. \' 

The actual cost- of Government control 
to the Sugar Refineries of Canada, irrespec- 
tive of the losses which now confront. them 
in the disposal of their present stoc , is 
conservatively estimated at from twenty

Experimental work in the improve- 
ment of varieties is carried om ex 
tenstvely by Dominion Canners in co- 
operation with Canners Seeds Ltd.

Fourteen 
of the fiffy varieties of peas grown 
by Canners Seeds Ltd. have deen 
tested in experimental, plots.

But 
the output of these concerns has 
been practically All bought by Am-| 
erican agents, so that it Is difficult to 
buy Canadian arsenic without going}: 
outside of Canada to do business. 
Arsenic, which was about four cents 
per pound a few years ago, now) 
stands at 13% to 14 cents per pound. 
This price is regarded as abnormal, 
and it cannot be maintained if the 
new sources of supply are developed. 
The manufacturers who use large

BRINGING UP F

The name “Harp” is attached: to 
so_many of its kind and’ all the jn- 
stenments are plucked strings that it 
is advisable to. mention some, .The 
Trish harp Is’an instrument of the 
lyre family. but having more strings 
and is only used to play'simple melo- 
dies and to. accompany.’ another in- 
strument, ‘The harp-Inte was an in- 
strument of the guitar’ kind and an 
improvement. was made by Edward 
Light, who produced this instrument 
with 12 gut® strings, the finger- 
board having frets.on it and a thumb 
key was fitted to each string, this key 
when depressed. was to adjust the 
pitch similar to the modern harp and 
its pedals. 


The harp is one of the most an- 
cient and universal” of stringed_in- 
struments, and a -lgrger 
number of strings than the = lyre. 
The strings were plucked with the 
fingers. “The triangular form of the 
present ‘harp {s very similar to that 
of’the Egyptian and Assyrian harps 
depicted on the ancient: monuments. 
The shape gives to us:the idea of it 
being. derived from» the bow of an 
archer, for we fad the farther back 
we go that these eee are 
bow-like In shape. ! fa 


We read that the puintings dated 
from the thirteenth , century, B.C.. 
have been discovered at the entrance 
of the tomb at Thebes, which depict 
two priests one at‘each side of the 
portal, playing upon harps, these in- 
struments are taller than the play- 
ers. j 

We now come to the more modern 
times and find&the harp now tuned 
in semitones and has a double row 
of atrings. 

The Welsh “hatp has three rows of 
strings and iq sometimes called the 
triple harp, the gut strings number- 
ing 98. The outer rows pfoduced 
the natural tones and the centre row 
gave the sharps and flats, 

The real modern harp has a double 
action Invented by Sebastian Erard 

bout 1810. ‘The modern harp is a 
graceful orchestral instrument pos- 
sessing a triangular outline. It has 
a straight slender pillar, a slanting 
sounding box and a carved neck con- 
necting the two, both pillar and 
sounding box rise frote a circular 
base in which eight pedals are ar- 
ranged. in a semi-circle, the compass 
of this instrument is over six octaves, 

Theré is a limit to the technique on 
this instrument as the scales or pas- 
sages of a chromatic order are al- 
most impossible and eyen when 
practicable is ineffective. “Simple 
chords and arpeggios are the most 
telling on this instrument. With but 
few exceptions, what music is sult- 
able for the plano is éuitable for the 
harp. / 

In the modern double action harp 
by means of thé* pedal the strings 
may-be raised two semitones, afford- 
ing great facility for modulations. 
The strings are arranged in diatonic 
scale end tuned in fats, the normal 
scale being & tat. Each lever or

Wer (1767-65), and-the Napoleonie 
Wars are again widespread, and now 
ere are millions of people in 
ela, Poland, Jugo-Slavia lery’ Rouw- 
mania who, in addition to being pov- 
erty stricken, are in the direst misery 
apd despair on account of disease. 
Im some twelve countries, most of 
whith were either our Allies ‘or 
friendly to the Allied cause, modern 
civilisation ts faced with the inevit- 
able consequences of a great war 
through partial famine and pests- 


Jenee, 
A Previous Epidemic. 


That the epidemic is now one of 
alarming proportions and terrible in 
its effect may be noted from the fol- 
Jowing quatation from ‘The Times”: 

“at present the worst results of 
typhus are confined to Galicia, where 
the schools are closed, business is at 
a standstill, and civic life is crippled. 
The whole ‘community is faced with 
starvation, whilst the absence of 
clothing and drugs makes it impos- 
sible for the authorities to make 
headway against the epidemic, Here 
we have a country Into which the 
idea of modern sanitation has never 
penetrated; for the most part there 
is no water supply in the smaller. 
towns and villages save wells, whilst 
the work of sewers is.done by open 
gullies running through the streets. 
There are no doctors, no nurses, and 
no beds, and the miserable typhus- 
atricken patients lie unattended on 
the bare floor. Throughout the rural 
districts whole familles exist im 
miserable one-roomed huts, their 
dtet consisting of starvation rations 
of potatoes and beet, both bread and 
taeat being luzuries rarely seen, In 
almost every hut there are’ several 
cases of typhus and in many instances 
whole families are stricken with the 
disease, and are perforce left to die 
unattended,”* 


Many Countrice Are Suffering. 


What is said of Galicia is true of 
other countries of Europe, such as 
Wethonia, Lithuania, Lativia, huge 
territories of the Ukraine, Soviet Rus- 
sta, Jugo-Slavia and Csecho-Slovakia.

, The common notion that extra incomes are 
consumed by those, who, in ‘the first instance, 
receive them, needs examination. A study of 
the’ lives of the richest men shows that they 
actually consume little more wealth than the 
rest; of us. /‘They can eat-little more and the 
more expensive food that a few of them’ eat 
actually results in discomfort and disease, while 
most of them maintain simple tables; they can- 
hot wear, more without discomfort and-many of 
them prefer and choose whenever they can do so 
without endangering their business influence, the 
simple, ‘easy clothing of the workingman’ 8 
type; and much of the balance of their expen- 
diture is less for personal. satisfaction’ than for 
acquiescence in custom. Thé fine estate that.a 
rich man owns ¢an gratify him usually in but few 
ways; so far ag the gratification is from pride, it 
is short-lived, for pride is never satizfied; and so 
far as it is from visual enjoyment of its beauty 
he has no monopoly, for often the poor man trud- 
ging to. his work gets more satisfaction froth the 
rich man’s lawns and flowers and trees than the 
man who pays for it. t 
The rest of the large. income of the rich man 
fs usually saved and becomes capital—furnish- 


_ jing the means by which the railroads, the factor- 


ies and the’ municipalities employ. libor-and 
make things for us all; and this is as it would be 
under governmental control of. capital, except 
that usvally the man who has been interested to 
save capital in which he has no interest. Usual- 
ly, too, the man of large income has large respon- 
sibilities that leave him few hours with free and 
easy mind for either idling or personal consump- 
tion of wealth. There are few “idle rich.” The 
man of large responsibilities thinks of a forty- 
hour week as a yacation. Often when he seems 
to be idling he ig hardest at work, solving knotty 
problems, feeling large property interests and 
large human interests at stake, and knowing that 
he must not err.’ The really idle rich, on the 
other hand, like the Idle poor, have no excuse for 
existence. Continued idleness should be made 
impossible for them. —

ly volunteer help. The ward Con- 
veners and visitors are ‘all women 
with home ties, which make it !m- 
possible to do the visiting and in- 
vestigating they feel requisite to 
thorough and effective work. For 
some years we have keenly felt the 
urgent necessity of employing the 
assistance of a trained worker. and 
ito this (end we  spproached the 
Council! early in the year, explaining 
the difficulties of our position, and 
gaining from them a grant of $1,200 
the lowest required salary of a social 
worker. We have experienced some 
difficulty in securing the best, for 
this salary, and we do not wish to 
engage anyone not entirely capable 
of covering the work. We are at 
Present in communication with one 
who has been highly recommended, 
and hope tn the. very near future 
that she will report for duty. 

-During the year, 195 visits have 
been, made: Foster ward. 10; Sam- 
son, 4; Ketcheson, 26; Baldwin, 37; 
Bleecker, 53; Murney, 19. 

The monies expended from the 
Civic Indigent Fund were aw fol- 
lows: Foster ward, $316.23;  Sam-

Tribulations of Young Married 
Couple From Polot Anne Aliwed 
in Police Court, 


~Jobn VY. Downer of Point Anne, 
was arratgned before Magistrate 
Masson this morning on the charge 
of having, on Oct. 20th. 1920, un- 
lawfully attempted to commit 
suicide and pleaded not gullty.

Professor George x. Robertson,

The Manager Plan is simplicity itself. A 
city council or commjssion, . usually of five 
members, is elected in the regular way. One 
of the members is called the mayor and the 
others commissioners. The fiva commision- 
ers hire a manager, whose business it Is to ad- 
minister and manage the various departnients 
of the city’s affairs. The council or commission 
frames and lays down general policies; It is 
the duty of the manager to carry out the pol- 
icies. The council is the legislative organisa- 
tion; the manager is the administrator. 

The manager can be hired or fired at any 
time. He Is merely a hired man, but should be 
a specialist In his work. i 

Thus we have complete democratic govern- 
ment in the elective commission, and busitiess 
government in having goyernmental policies 
carried out-in an economical, efficient and bus- 

: iness-like way by the manager.

We already have the manager bystem in 
our public and high schools. We elect.a board 
of trustees and: the trustees hire a school prin- 
cipal to administer their policies and carry. out 
the technical work of instruction.

tions have done for themselves yet in the way 
of public seryiges. 

The business affairs of a schgol, as con-* 
ducted by the board of trustees, do not illustrate 
the manager system.

Vienna, who 
was searching .for boy singers, was 
so pleased with Haydn's voice and 
ability that he at once took him to 
Vienna, At seventeen Haydn found 
himself on the street, no home, no 
money and In shabblest of clothes. 
A friend took him in until he could 
rent his own attic. 

Haydn's great aim In life was to 
become a really great musician. A 
publisher living in the same town 
loaned him some volumes of music, 
these Haydn read and re-read, also 
copled. and anylized them all and at 
twenty-three years of age his great 
opportunity came. . Earl Von. Furn- 
burg invited Haydn to his country 
house. . Hadyn found there the 
usual country house orchestra, con- 
sisting of a few strings, a couple of 
horna and oboes. Hadyn saw his op- 
portunity and made use of it, and 
applied hig knowledge to the minia- 
ture orchestra. For this organization 
he wrote his great string quartettes, 
and other important Chamber mu- 
sic.

God, the brotherhood of man and 
the sanctity of life must; be the 
creed. ‘We must have education in 
our education. To establish itself 
with the people, the church of to- 
morrow must move along four lines. 
The world is thinking more of man’s 
feelings than of the doctrine of the 
Trinity. The love of God and the 
love of man are summed up in the 
greatest commandment and no-men- 
tion is made of doctrine. The teach- 
ings of Christ are very explicit about 
man's social¢rondition. Christ came 
into the world not to change men's 
bellefs but men’s lives. In moral as 
well,as in mental pathology we be- 
lieve that prevention is better than 
cure. Some of the powers that a 
child has onght to be encouraged; 
some ought to be discouraged; 
others may become good or bad. It is 
nota question of suppression but 
direction. Biologically a child is a 
product of nature, but he is a can- 
didate for a social order. The two are 
at-variance. It is nota sin fora 
child to be an animal but it ia a sin 
for a child to be forever an animal. 

“The church is not going to allow 
ecclesiastical interests to run 
counter to community or social in- 
terests.. The churches must unite in 
carrying out certain activities.” 

Prof. Honline cited facts to show 
that even in secular education in the 
United States all was not well. One- 
third of the public school teachers 
this year are on their firat term. The 
average salary paid the teacher in 
the public schools is $625, less than 
@ grocer’s boy or a domestic earns. 
The average length of time spent in 
teaching is three and a halt years, 
the teacher then leaving ihe  pro- 
fession. Last year five million boys 
and girls received no education for 
lack of teachers. it ig sald the pub- 
lic schools are only 62 per cent. 
efficient. For education per head 
there is paid in the United States 
$84. in the High Schools and $39. 
in the public schools. The church Is 
spending 48 cents a year on the re- 
ligious education of the child. The 
Sunday schools of this continent as 
they are organized today will not be 
able to provide an adequate. pro- 
gram. 69.3 per:cent. of the U.S. pop- 
ulation is receiving no religious ed- 
ucation in any school—Jewish, Cath- 
ollc or Protestant. In Chicago the 
percentage is 76 per cent. There 
are’2,000,000 less boys in the Sun- 
day Schools of the United Statés this 
year than'a few years ago. Protest- 
ant Sunday Schools give only 24 
hours per year to religious teaching. 
the Roman Cathol{c, 216 hours and 
the Jewish-3235 hours.

The Sum of $4,000,000 
Raised in 100 Minutes 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—A special 
despatch from London printed in the 
Wall Street Journal gives an inter- 
esting account of how Lord North- 
clifferaised the sum. of $4,000,000 
in 100 minutes. The feat, which the 
correspondent declares was regarded’ 
as the outstanding event of the week 
in-London financial circles, was ac- 
complished. jn selling the new issue 
of stock of the Anglo-Newfoundland 
Development Company. Lord North- 
cliffe, was offered .ten times the 
amount of the issue, and the despatch 
declares that $100,000,000 might 
have been obtained in two days had 
the lists remained open. 

“Such success In the flotation of 
new stocks has not occurred since 
pre-war days,” the correspondent 
declares, “probably not -since the 
days of the rubber boom. It has 
surprised and encouraged British 
directors; and it has proved that 
there is plenty of money to-be had in 
England by those who know how to 
advertise for it.” 

The Anglo-Newfoundland Company 
leases a big tract of timber land in 
Newfoundland . and . manufactures 
paper for the Dally Mail and the 
Daliy Mirror, ‘The new stock con- 
sists of 15-year, second mortgage de- 
bentures, paying a trifle over § per 
cent. \ 

Describing Lord Northcliffe's 
method of floating the stock the Wall 
Street Journal correspondent says: 

“The stock was offered directly to 
the public by means of full page 
advertisements which gave full par- 
ticulars of the . Newfoundland pro- 
perties and photographs of the mills., 
\ “These advertisements were sup-~- 
plemented by several editorials and 
news articles on the rising cost of 
paper and on the methods of paper- 
making. 

“The publicity was «well planned 
and complete. It created immediate 
attention, as a matter of news. In- 
directly, it was used to remind the 
public of the immense circulation of 
the Mail and Mirror which are now 
selling more than a million copies a 
day each.” bs

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NO. IN.—THE FIRST VIOLINISTS 


The perfection of the violin mak- 
ing was completed during the latter 
part of.the sixteenth century and 
the beginning of the seventecuth 
century. 

The development ~ of the~ violin 
making to the unsurpassable perfec- 
tion attained by the great violin 
makers naturally co-incided with | 
‘the remarkable development of the 
technique of violin playing. _ 

The Italian violin makers during 
the ‘course, of the seventeehth cen- 
|tury brought their skill up to the 
highest perfection ang put into the 
hands of the performers the most 
perfect instrument ‘for expression 
that human ingenuity seems cap- 
able of devising. 

The central idea in the soloists 
mind fs to make effect. by melody 
with subordinate accompaniment. 

One of the first to make good with 
the violin was Lully, born at Flor- 
ence; his musical talent was discoy- 
ered by a shoemaker monk, ‘who 
taught him rudiments of the guitar 
and by some means he got hold Sf a 
violin and between the time of wash- 
ing floors. and acting as scullion in. 
the kitchen, his spare moments were} 
used on the violin. 

Lully was overheard playing popu 
lar airs on the violin and was soon 
given a place in the Princess’ band 
where he quickly excelled; but be-;

ce is again prevalent, and unless 
checked will most likely extend -its 
ravages to an alarming degree.

KINGSTON, Oct. 29.—Mr. Fred 
Watts, of Wolfe Island, was burned 
to a th Tuesday night 
which destroyed his house. It was) 
not until the fire war extinguished 
and the house totally destroyed. that 
Ithe charred remains of Mr. Watts 
were found In the cellar. 

The house. evidently. — took 
about nine-thirty Tuesday evening, 
presumably from the exploding of a 
lamp. It was not 
afterwards, when the house was a 
mass of ‘flames, that the fire wil); 
noticed by neighbors. . Efforts were 
made to extinguish the blaze, but 
without avail, though at the time It 
was not known {f anyone! was in. the 
house or not. 

As soon aos the fire was practically 
extinguished residents of the Island 
made an inspection of the ruins, and 
the remains of the late Mr.. Watts 
were found jn the cellar. He had 
apparently been sleeping in a bed 
and, the charred remains of the 
springs had dropped through to the 
cellar when the floors gave way, The 
body was burnt almost to a cinder. 
Dr. Wm. Spankle was called in’ and 
pronounced death accidéntal. 

The Jate Mr. Watts had been re- 
siding, on the {sland alone for the 
last’ “two years, belng engaged - 
trapping and hunting at the head o: 
the island. He was in Kingston 
Tuesday at noon and went back to 
the Island Tuesday evening. One 
jbrother William, resides in Kingston, 
while he is also survived by other 
brothers, Sydney, Walter, Melville, 
and Dr. Watts, of Oswego.

The Bank of England note is by all 
odds the most widely known paper 
currency in the world, Uncle Sam’s 
credit is growing better every year 
in the money markets of the globe 
and his gofd notes especially — are 


|r tale accepted all over Europe at 


a fair valuation. But our worthy 
Uncle issues several different kinds 
of _notes, which tends to confuse 
foreigners and destroy thelr confl- 
dence while the canny “Old Lady of 
Threadneedle street,” as the Bank 

of England is called, issues -them 
only in one form, which has been 
maintained virtually without change 
ever since 1694, when the “Old:Lady” 
commenced to do business. Go where 
you will in any part of the civilized 
or half-clvilized globe, and you need 
not want for money if you have in 
your pocket-book one of those plain- 
looking squares of white paper upon 

which the promise of the “Governor 
‘and the Company of the Bank of 
Engiand” tg pay the bearer the sum 
of flve pounds {s engraved. . 

The paper used for the manufac- 
ture of Bank of England notes is like 
no other paper known. For nearly 
two hundred ra it has been manu- 
factured for the bank by the a, 
firm of paper makers, It Is made of 
fine linen. cuttings, and the pro- 
icess of its manufacture is a carefully 
guarded secret known only to the 
most trusted employees of the mak- 
ers, 

It is of a peculiar whiteness and 
,its crisp texture Is readily recogniz- 
ed by those accustomed to, handle 
money. It is very tongh;! and a 
folded note is said to be capable of 
jSsustaining a weight of fifty pounds 
without tearing. The paper is made 
in oblongs hope, just by side, and for 
notes, printed side by side, and for 
this reason a Bank of England note 
‘always has three rough or deckle 
edges and one straight one where 
the two notes have been cut apart. 

Curfously enough, the note is not 
;of equal thickness all over, but is 
“reinforced” In ne portion of the 
upper . left-hand corner, where a 
vignette of the figure of Britannia 
lt printed. It would require very 
sensitive fingers - indeed to detect 
this slight additional thickness in 
one note, but when-a dozen or so new 

reat | ones are held tightly together the 
increase {n bulk is easily felt. 

The Bank of England never pays 

out the same note twice. If you 


| present a check in the paying depart- 


ment and immediately redeposit the 
notes {n the receiving department, 
those. particular notes are retired 
and immediately cancelled Being 
kept for a few years, after which 
they are burned. 

There are samo curfous stories re-: 
lated about Bank of England notes. 
In 1870 a note for thirty thousand 
pounds was lost by being drawn up 
the chimney by the draft, and the 
owner of the note, who was one of 
the directors of the bank, was re- 
imbursed for the amount lost, Some 
time afterwards, when the director 
was dead and bis house was be!ng 
demolished, the note was. found in- 
tact In the crevice of the chimney. 
It was presented by the director's 
hoirs, and paid, though not without 
protest by the bank. "A butcher in 
1837 requested a loan of five thous- 
and pounds on one of two twenty- 
five thousand pound notes that were 
fssued in that year. Such 9 large 
note in the possession of a plain 
butcher naturally caused “comment, 
and it was polnted out to him that 
he was losing a small income in in- 
terest as long as he kept his funds 
tied up thus.

Suicide’s Cemetery. 


High up, on a barren hillside, is a 
spot which not one person in’ fifty 
who visits the Riviera has seen, It 
is the cemetery of suicides. No 
monuments or mounds mark the 
grages_in'which have been secretely 
buried the gamblers who have found 
ruln at-the roulette tables, and de- 
stroyed themselves without leaving 
any-trace of their identity. 

Callously the gamblers continue 
tifeir game in the face of tragedy. 
Let me visualize a scene. For a few 
days a fashionably drcoesed young wo- 
man went regularly to the tables. 
Her stakes were not heavy—forty or 
fifty francs'on -a ball. Sometimes 
ske won} more often she lost.. The 
climax came when the morning she 
suddenly rose from the table with 
the remark, “It’s my Jast coin,’’ drew 
a revolver from her dress and shot 
herself through the head. Quickly 
the attendants _ removed the body, 
and then—thd games went on as be- 
fore. Inquiries failed to find any clue 
to’ the identity of the victim, who had 
been staying in Monte Carlo: under 
an assumed name, and she found a 
resting place in the suicides’ \eme- 
tery. 


Hushed-Up Tragedies, 


Another {nstancé comes to my 
mind.
